even o f a lump o f go ld ,but there must be 
a limit to the go ld-digging capacity o f the 
human race.

manifestatio ns. The injurio us effect 
appears to depend upo n a .sudden 
transitio n o r abrupt change in tem­ 
perature, 
and 
o ther 
weather 
co n­ 
ditio ns, such as rain. Such changes, 
o f co urse, are mo re likely to o ccur 
in the spring. 
Since it is no t po ssible fo r many 
pco ide to change climate in o rder 
to avo id these expo sures, the prin­ 
cipal effo rt at preventio n sho uld be 
directed at 
raising the individual 
resistance. 
This can be do ne mainly in three 
ways : 
First; The detectio n o f the unfit 
and taking measures to weed o ut 
their o ffspring fro m the po pulatio n. 
In o ther wo rds, the pro blem o f eu­ 
genics. fo r which so ciety to day is 
no t w-ell equipped. 
Seco nd: 
Active immunizatio n o f 
infants against infectio us diseases. 
Third: 
ITo viding 
infants and 
children 
and 
expectant 
mo thers 
w’lth a diet co ntaining an adequate 
amo unt o f vitamins, and expo sing 
them o ut o f-do o rs in 
winter and 
spring 
8 0 they may increase their 
ability to adjust themselves to sud­ 
den changes in climate.
